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ONLY ONE BOND BID 

City Trustees Receive But One 
Proposal for Gas 
Plant Bonds. 

But one bid was received last night 
for the *30,000 worth of municipal gas 
plant bonds to be issued by the City of 
Sierra Madre, whereat the city trus¬ 
tees and others who have kept a close 
watch on the proceedings find much 
cause for wonderment. The one bid 
was for the par value of the bonds, to¬ 
gether with accrued interest from April 
1, the date of the bonds. No action was 
taken, but the one lonely bid will prob¬ 
ably be rejected. 

One other bidder was represented at 
the trustees’ meeting last evening- He 
offered his bid with such conditions 
attached that it could not be received. 

The absence of other bidders leads to 
the conclusion that there is “a nigger in 
the woodpile,” and perhaps several of 
them. There have been rumors of a 
technical irregularity in the drafting of 
the election ordinance which might 
deter bond buyers from making offers. 
But the only point on which a question 
has been raised has not been fully de¬ 
termined. Several bond buyers were 
represented at the meeting, but not for 
the purpose of offering bids. However, 
they did not specify their reasons, and 
it is not known whether they were 
afraid of the validity of the bonds or 
of the nature of the municipal enter¬ 
prise for which the mcney is to be used. 
But there is evidence of influence 
brought to beftr to prevent the sale of 
the bonds and in every way possible 
hamper the progress of the gas plant 
proceedings. These will probably come 
to light sooner or later. 

—The trtiBt e-es adjourned without ac¬ 
tion last evening and will meet in ad¬ 
journed session this evening to con¬ 
dor the matter furtnt..

BAD WEEK FOR AUTOS 


DR. SHEPARD GIVES FINE TALK 


Hard Luck Attends Auto Drivers in Popular Pomona Pastor Addresses 
this Vicinity of Late Congregational Men’s Club 


The past week has been a “Jonah 
week” for auto drivers in the vicinity 
of Sierra Madre. Two somewhat ser¬ 
ious accidents and other minor trou¬ 
bles have been recorded. 

On Saturday afternoon the Thomas 
brothers, while trying to avoid running 
into a carriage driven by two ladies 
who seemingly did not know which 
way to turn, narrowly escaped serious 
injury when their machine turned 
turtle. The accident occurred at the 
corner of Baldwin and Bonita. The 
uncertain Wavering of the horse driven 
by the young ladies whom they were 
about to pass made a sharp turn ne¬ 
cessary.

Addressing about fifty men at the 
Congregational church last evening, Dr. 
R. P. Shepard of Pomona delivered 
one of the most forceful and at the 
same time delightful discourses heard 
■in Sierra Madre in a long time. The 
occasion was the banquet given by the 
Brotherhood of the Congregational 
church. Dr. Shepard’s subject was 
“The Modern Man and the Modern 
Church.” But he was given ample 
room for any discursions he chose to 
make and his remarks covered a wide 
field, but always having some relation 
to the subject under discussion. 

Dinner was served by the Ladies’ 
Aid society. The church annex pre¬ 
sented a delightful ideture as the hun¬ 
gry bunch was turned loose into it 
soon after seven o’clock. Prettily dec¬ 
orated tables and inviting viands put 
everyone into a good humor, if any 
were not in that state after the prelim¬ 
inary half hour of hand-shaking and 
greetings in the outer rooms. The 
feast that followed was calculated to 
meet the expectations aroused by first 
impressions. Jollity and good will was 
everywhere in evidence throughout the 
serving of the dinner. 

Following the clearing of the tables, 
Dr. Campbell, the pastor, spoke briefly 
on the subject of men’s work in the 
church and then introduced Dr. Shep¬ 
ard. 

It is significant of the broadness of 
the spirit of the local organization and 
of the speaker that here was a pastor 
of a Christian church addressing a 
Congregation?, 1 gathering in a heart 
to heart talk on as intimate terms as 
if all were members of the same fam¬ 
ily. Dr. Shepard is a big man, physi¬ 
cally, mentally and spiritually. He 
spea k s srrarigtrt from the shout tier: 

He scores his points in quick suc¬ 
cession and every one counts. His re¬ 
marks were frequently punctuated with 
applause and his hearers would will¬ 
ingly have listened to him longer. 

Dr Shepard's appeal was for men 
able and willing to do a man’s work in 
a man’s way and showed the need for 
such men. The problem of men’s work 
in the churches has direct or indirect 
bearing on every social and political 
problem of the day. In the past there 
has been a prevalent idea that the 
church had nothing for men to do. He 
showed the fallacy of such notions and 
pointed out specific opportunities for 
effective, fruitful labor. He also in¬ 
dicated some of the rewards of such 
work. That his appeal went home to 
the hearts of most of his hearers was 
plainly evident. 

The singing of the Brotherhood 
hymn, "O, Master, Let Me Walk with 
Thee,” by the assembly, led by Capt. 
Osgood, followed Dr. Shepard’s ad¬ 
dress. The work of the local club was 
then presented, the work of the vari¬ 
ous departments explained and the 
guests given an opportunity to enroll 
for some phase of the Brotherhood 
work, to which many responded. The 
singing of “My Faith Looks up to 
Thee” marked the close of the even¬ 
ing’s program, after which the men re¬ 
mained for some time in social con-

Moderate 
I sized fruits are cut in halves and the 
large seed taken out and served with 
salt, pepper and lemon juice or vinegar 
1 or with mayonnaise dressing. It is 
also cut into cubes and used for flavor¬ 
ing soups. 

Quoting from the Department oi 
Agriculture Year Book: 

“Chemical analysis brings out the 
fact that the ripe fruit contains from 
-10 to 15 per cent of fat, clearly indi¬ 
cating its value as a food. As a break- 
fact food it is of superior excellence. 
However much it may fail to please on 
first trial, one is almost certain to be¬ 
come extravagantly fond of it if he 
cpntlnues to live in the tropics (or 
where the fruit is available). It is, in¬ 
deed, the rare exception to find a per¬ 
son living in the section where good 
ripe frufit may be obtained in quantity 
who is not extremely fond of the Avo¬ 
cado.”

ful evergreen tree, with large shiny 
leaves, rapid growing, and desirable 
from the landscape’s standpoint. It 
produces quantities of vegetable fat, 
extremely nutritious and palatable, and 
as meat and butter get higher in price, 
why not everyone who owns his home 
grow hi3 own mjsat and butter? 

We are convinced that the man who 
plants an acreage of best varieties will 
reap a rich harvest. Whop the supply 
is such that the fruits will retail at 
from 10 to 25 cents each, instead of 
from 40 to 75 cents as is the case now, 
every family, within reach will haye an 
Ayocado salad at least once a week. A 
physician 'in Log Angeles regularly 
takes the entire crop, from the large 
tree near Monrovia alluded ..to In. this, 
article. Last year he paid $150 for the 
crop. We are not certain that he alone 
ate this generous supply, but "it is 
known that he does not purchase the 
fruit to sell, but solely for himself and 
friends.

Up to the present nothing but seed¬ 
lings have been grown in California. 
Some of these, however, have proven 
to be of the finest quality of fruit and 
very productive. Perhaps the most 
notable tree is that growing at the 
home of Mr. Joseph Walker, Holly¬ 
wood, whic’i is but eleven years old, 
yet has borne a number of very heavy 
crops. From this tree last year were 
picked 2400 fruits that sold in the Los 
Angeles market at from $2 to $3 per 
dozen, making an income from the 
single tree of over $400. Another not¬ 
able tree is the one on the Chapleau 
- place ne ar Monr ovta, whiah_ beara_reg= 
ularly large crops. There are two 
splendid trees in Pasadena, one on the 
Fowler place on Orange Grove avenue 
and one at the home of Mr. Fevergeon 
.on Waverly Drive. Both of these trees 
began bearing when about four years 
from the seed, and while the frut is 
not the largest it is of superior excel¬ 
lence. Perhaps no fruit shows such 
variableness in size and bearing qual¬ 
ities as the Avocado. Some of the 
small black Mexican varieties begin 
bearing in from two to three years 
‘from the seed

At the home of Mr. F. 
S. Allen in Altadena is a tree planted 
two years ago that bore last year over 
400 fruits. These fruits were too small 
to be of commercial value, but were of 
nice flavor. Some of the Sandwich 
Island fruits weigh as much as four 
pounds. 

It is a pretty well demonstrated fact 
that the better varieties of the Mexican 
Avocadoes are the ones best adapted to 
our region. A fruit weighing from 1 to 
2 pounds is the best marketable size. 
There are two or three trees of the 
Sandwich Island variety in Pasadena 
over ten years aid that have not yet 
borne a single fruit. 

There is, aparently, a wide range of 
ripening in varieties. Some ripen in 
July, while others mature their fruits 
from February to June. Some trees 
have shown a tendency to ripen fruit 
at all seasons. Manifestly those ma¬ 
turing their fruits in the early spring 
will be those most sought after. 

The Avocado is a gross feeder and 
should be supplied with an abundance 
of water during the growing season. 
Ilj is found advisable not to urge the 
growth too late in the fall. Our advice 
wiould be to cease irrigating about 
October 1st, thus giving the tree time 
to harden before the severe frosts. We 
have never seen trees injured by frost 
in Southern California, but we can 
conceive that if the tree were kept 
growing vigorously through a warm 
fall and if a severe freeze should come 
in Novetnber or early December injury 
to the tree ififght result. 


WHAT FLEETS ARE FOR 

Judge Curtis D. Wilbur says ’ when 
this nation sends a fleet of battleships 
around the world to show the world 
that it can do business when it wants 
to, it should also show the world that 
it wants to dp business when it ought 
to.”

Avocado Pear. 

Pacific Garden.—The Avocado, the 
name adopted by the Department of 
Agriculture, variously known in the 
tropics as “Avocado pear,” “Avocate,” 
“Ahuacate,” “Aguacate,” “Alligato 
pear,” “Midshipman’s butter,” “Palto,” 
“Vegetable Marrow,” etc., is botanieally 
Unown as Persea Gratissima, and is a 
native of the West Indies, Central and 
South America, from Mexico to Peru, 
and the Sandwich Islands. The tree is 
a beautiful evergreen, growing to a 
height of 50 feet. Had It nothing to 
recommend it but its value as an orn¬ 
amental, If would be worthy a place 
in all best collections of plants and 
trees. It has, however, the additional 
merit of producing great quahtities of 
the finest food. The fruits are usually 
pear-shaped, yet some varieties are as 
round as an apple, and vary in color 
from a deep purple to a very dark 
green. It is riot at all a fruit, as the 
term is commonly accepted, but rather 
a rich vegetable butter, that may be 
used for spreading on bread or making 
sandwiches. Its most general use is as 
a salad and such a salad as cannot be

MINING ENTERPRISE PROSPERING 

Following the visit of Attorney J. A. 
Madden to the company’s property in 
Inyo county, the directors of the Sierra 
Madre Mining and Milling Co., held a 
meeting yesterday at which Mr. Mad¬ 
den reported things to be in excellent 
shape at the mine and prospects bet¬ 
ter than ever before. This is good news 
to several Sierra Madre people who are 
interested in the enterprise. J. C. 
Thorndyke, who is superintending the 
work at the mine, was here to attend 
the meeting. Two shafts have been 
sunk, one to a depth of 40 feet and 
one 60 feet. The purchase of hoisting 
machinery was authorized, which will 
expedite the work greatly. 


Uneasiness over the local municipal 
gas project has been aroused in the 
minds of a few people who read the 
press reports of the abandoning of 
municipal operation of the city’s plant 
at Gilroy. Wishing to get accurate in¬ 
formation regarding the circumstances 
of that deal Secretary Mead of the 
Board of Trade wrote the city clerk of 
Gilroy and received a lengthy letter 
going into details of the history and 
present status of the plant. Some 
points of the letter are worth men¬ 
tioning. 

In the first pla-ce the city of Gilroy 
bought a second hand coal gas plant 
from a private corporation for $11,000. 
Th e plant had not paid prior to its 
purchase by the city in 1902. At a cost 
of $4,000 the plant was converted into 
an oil gas plant, using as much of the 
old plant as possible. The city trus¬ 
tees acted without advice from com¬ 
petent gas engineers and installed ma¬ 
chinery wholly inadequate for the 
city’s needs. Not being willing to is¬ 
sue bonds for the purpose the city 
trustees determined to lease the plant 
for a term of years. The contract 
provides that the lessee shall operate 
the plant during this time, and in ad¬ 
dition shall make necessary changes 
and at the expiration of the 10-year 
period turn back to the city a gas 
plant adequate to furnish the consum¬ 
ers with a good grade of gas at the 
lowest cost of production. 

Mr. Regers advises Sierra Madre to 
secure a competent, trustworthy gas 
engineer for the construction work, 
adding: “It would seem to me that 

you have more than ample money to 
construct a plant suitable for the 
wants of a city of your size at this 
date, but you are probably contemplat¬ 
ing rapid growth in the near future.” 

All of which goes to show that 
Gilroy’s experience does not presage 
disaster for Sierra Madre. For this 
city has already taken precautions 
against the things which proved most 
disastrous in Gilroy. Sierra Madre 
will have adequate equipment from 
the start and the city trustees are 
looking for the best available en¬ 
gineering assistance in construction 
work. 

A Boston lawyer named Ames was i 
retained as counsel for a man who' 
stepped in a hole in the street and 
broke his leg. Suit was brought 
against the city in the sum of one 
thousand dollars, and Ames won the 
case. The city appealed to the supreme 
court* but here, also, the verdict was 
in favor of Ames’s client. After set¬ 
tling up the claim, Ames handed his 
client a silver dollar.
